HE art of giving gifts! What beleaguered husband 

would not at this season of the year give his very soul 

for such mastery of that subtle art as was displayed 
by the late Marquis d’Athis? A very pattern of husbands, 
the debonair Marquis never failed to be to his wife the 
most courteous, the most attentive, the most gallant of 
men, ingenious in devising charming surprises and combining 
with a most delightful good-fellowship an unfailing equability 
of temper. Greatest of all his successes were his gifts, many 
and superb, which he always accompanied with just the 
right word of affection, with the inevitably fitting gesture, 
making no mistakes in either time or season. Expense was 
not to him of the slightest importance, and no practical 
considerations were permitted to hamper his imagination, 
even when that imagination inspired him, one regal day, to 
present to the Marquise a coach and four with postilions, 
all inclosed within a gigantic Easter egg. 

The amazing part of it was that, with all this natural 
genius for giving, the Marquis had no fortune whatever of 
his own—but absolutely not a penny. Fortunately the 
Marquise was rich, possessing somewhere in the outer 
darkness, I can not say where, immense button factories. 
She was, moreover, of a generous disposition, unsuspecting 
and very unobserving, and never for 2 moment did she seem 
to suspect that the gifts of Monsieur d’Athis were not 
purchased from his own resources. That idea came to her 
for the first time on the day when she and the Marquis woke 
to find themselves ruined; for Monsieur d’Athis’ Easter 
€ggs, with postilions, must in time reduce to nothing the 
Most firmly established of fortunes. But, let us risk the 
repetition, he gave so charmingly, he surrounded his gifts 
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with such graciousness, that not even the most exacting of 
wives could have thought of anything except the spirit 
which prompted the gift. 

It must be confessed that Madame d’Athis was not the 
only object of liberality of the Marquis. His passion for 
giving extended also to beings of less exalted rank, singers, 
dancers, and even more humble mortals.

WINTER DAYS BRING SMALLER HATS 


Velvet Hats, of a Size to Avoid High Fur Collars, . 


HERE is no doubt 
that a smart hat gains 
enormously by being 
properly worn. No matter 
tae how well it may look in the 
—SS_ ZF salon of the modiste, it is in- 

ae finitely more desirable when 
it frames the face of an at- 
tractive woman. The new 
winter millinery, as it is 
now worn in Paris, fulfils 
the prophecies made in 
Vogue last September, and 
its richness of material and 
depth of colouring make it a fine accompaniment 
to the splendid fur coats and handsome velvet cos- 
tumes which have made their appearance with the 
first cold days. Velvet leads both in clothes and 
hats, and as velvet and fur form an irresistible com- 
bination, we find them together in the majority of 
models. Very pretty is the fashion of trimming a 
velvet hat with tails of the same fur which makes 
either the mantle, the scarf, or the short fur cape 
which is newer than the scarf. On this page, we 
have a charming model from Suzy, in black velvet, 
fitting the head closely, with a twist placed across 
the head towards the back, and a bunch of kolinsky 
tails hanging over the right ear. This fashion is 
particularly effective when the fur matches the 
hair and mingles with it. All the hats worn in the 
daytime at present are small or of medium size, 
as Vogue forecast earlier in the season. This is 
necessitated by the large fur collars on coats and 
tailleurs, Special attention must be paid to the 
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blue hat

shapes worn with them, for ridiculous effects are 
given by hats, pretty in themselves, but pushed 
out of place and made most uncomfortable by 
great fur collars fastened about the throat. 

Suzy is particularly attached to the small or 
medium-sized hat, but that she also makes the 
large hats is proved by an unusual model of 
Directoire inspiration, in black hatter’s plush, 
drooping at the sides, almost in the fashion of 
the poke bonnet, and cut off in back as these 
bonnets were in the old days. There is a strong 
feeling in favour of the line which is flat in the 
back. In this case, a plaque of kolinsky is placed 
across the back, headed by a pleated black gros- 
grain ribbon,—for Suzy favours kolinsky above 
all other trimming furs in combination with vel- 
vet, heavy grosgrain ribbon, or fragile matching 
lace. She makes a close little cap of kolinsky, 
like the coronation cap of Boris Goudounov, and 
fringes it all around with finely pleated, matching 
lace, which may be worn over the face, or thrown 
back from it. With a rather wide shape of brown 
grosgrain ribbon, she rolls up the brim, at the 
back and front, so that width across the head is 
given to the form, and then adds a band of kolinsky 
across the forehead, as Queen Alexandra still wears 
her “fringe.” When she is not using fur as trim- 
ming, she chooses ribbon. A small velvet cloche 
has an entire brim of velvet ribbons that produce 
a woven effect; another velvet shape has a thick 
brim striped with moire ribbon; still another has 
a brim composed of massed velvet ribbon loops. 
She favours the large flat bows of ribbon, velvet, 
satin, or moire, which all milliners like, and she

places them at strategic points on velvet or felt 
brims. Felt she uses for beret-like shapes; the 
felt is very supple and is often draped in lines 
running across the head and held on each side by 
small buckles. 

While fur and ribbons may be said to lead the 
mode in trimming, feathers also play their part. 
The long, sharp-pointed wing is a favourite addi- 
tion to the small hat, and is frequently placed 
pointing towards the front. This was a popular hat 
at Biarritz throughout the autumn season. The 
small clipped ornament of ostrich, or other 
feathers, is still posed over the right ear; pheasant 
breasts are wrapped about crowns; and. here and 
there, one sees the ostrich plume in its full beauty 
encircling a felt hat in the fashion of the cavaliers. 
Lanvin creates such a hat in mauve for Mlle. 
Saint-Bonnet, in the new version of the ever- 
popular “Ta Bouche” at the Thédtre Daunou. 
Cock’s feathers are very 
much liked, and one sees 
everywhere the little duck 
green velvet hat from Lewis 
shown on page 40, entirely 
covered with natural cock’s 
feathers.

Frequently we find hats of one or two materials, 
with trimming composed of the fabric itself. 
This is particularly apt to be the case when the 
hat is entirely of velvet, which is worked in a 
hundred fashions. On this page is a small shape 
from Camille Roger of a type which is very smart 


at present. It is entirely of velvet in the new 
blue-green shade, with a narrow brim widening a 
bit at the right side, and turned up sharply; the 
trimming consists of a great flat bow of one loop 
and two ends, stiffened in order to keep their 
form. Trimming is nearly always placed at the 
right, in order that this side may be left free for 
dancing. There are even special dancing hats cut 
much wider on the left side than on the right, 
leaving the right side of the face and the shoulder 
perfectly free so as not to interfere with one’s part- 
ner. The turban is offered in great variety for the 
same reason, which is based op good sense, for all 
summer we sympathized with men in their efforts 
to avoid being permanently blinded by the sharp 
brims of their partners’ enormous hats. There is 
even a new variety of turban, which looks for all 
the world like that worn by a noble in an ancient 
Persian miniature. Cora Marson makes this 
shape, high, narrow, and straight at the sides, of 
one of Rodier’s richly cc!oured woollen cashmeres, 
and twists a gold cord about it, half-way up, 
which fastens with a plaque of green galalith. 


This turban is said to have been inspired by the 
visit of the Shah of Persia to Deauville this 
summer. 

An effort is being made by the milliners to 
revive the evening hat, for they declare, with some 
reason, that a large hat is never so charming as 
when it is worn with a décolleté gown. But the 
large evening hat, suitable for dining at restau- 
rants, must still dispute favour with the head- 
dress, which outlines the form of the head and 
keeps it small. Suzy uses tulle for some charming 
examples of head-gear, which are half-way between 
hats and head-dresses. One of them is photo- 
graphed on page 47 and consists of a band of 
ribbon, in this case peacock blue, combined with 
tulle, matching the hair, which ties in a great bow 
over the right ear, with ends falling to the shoulder. 
Suzy makes another of the same light brown tulle, 
reminiscent of the mob cap in vogue at the time 
of Charlotte Corday. This has a border of tightly 
massed folds of tulle all about the face, making a 
sort of ruche. A delightful evening hat from the 
same house is made with a narrow brim of brown 
velvet, banded above with kolinsky, and crowned 
with two frills of matching brown lace, thrown 
back and fall'ng on each side of the head.

lace. A new idea is to pin the lace in front of an 
otherwise untrimmed hat with one of the new large 
square or oblong brooches of diamonds, or of 
sapphires combined with diamonds. The idea is 
seen on the double page of sketches made at the 
races. These brooches are becoming very popu- 
lar and are assuming the proportions of those 
worn during the Second Empire. The tendency 
towards high trimmings in hats is also illustrated 
in these pages by models actually worn. One of 
them, of dark blue velvet to match a dark blue 
costume, is almost the flower-pot of the ’eighties, 
trimmed in the front with massed, dark blue, 
double-faced ribbons, their cherry red lining show- 
ing at the edges of the bows. The other hat de- 
signed by Camille Roger has a large bow of tor- 
toise-shell velvet ribbon at one side, the highest 
bow being actually wired, a thing which our mil- 
linery has not known for many years. 

New short umbrellas have suddenly become ex- 
tremely fashionable; one with a knobbed handle 
of red lacquered wood has a turned ferrule of the 
same, and a silk covering of navy edged with red.

One eats better in France than in any other 
country in the world, and certain special places 
have their special foods or dishes, as la Dordogne, 
le Limousin, la Provence, celebrated for local 
cookery. But in Paris we find all these specialties 
and more also, in either the restaurants of long 
standing, or those which have just appeared and 
are beginning to rank with the best: Le Caneton, 
Le Petit Coin, Montagnet, le Boeuf 4 la Mode, 
Larue, le Cabaret, le Lapin Agile, and certain 
grill-rooms, like that of the Ritz, where one is 
sure to dine well with or without specialties. 
Always, in all times, this taste for going to the 
most eccentric, the smallest eating-places, even 
to uncomfortable surroundings, for the pleasure 
of tasting a rare dish (of which the mere idea gives 
delight to epicures) has been a Parisian taste. 

In mid-season, one has little leisure to make the 
round of the restaurants, but at this time, before 
the house is installed for winter, and while the 
servants are all in the country, what can be more 
agreeable than to finish one’s day in a brilliantly

HE more ardently one follows the new 
mode, the farther one slips into the past.

and Divorce: — Many Difficulties 


Might Be Smoothed Away if People Were Less Egotistic, but When 


Part They Must, Let Them at Least Be Courteous in the Doing of It 


HE question of discipline is one which 

seems to meet with so few supporters on the 

“aye” side, that to suggest the lack of it as 
being a cause of most domestic quarrels would be 
extremely unpopular. And yet inability to behave 
as decent-mannered, considerate adults should 
behave to each other is usually a main factor in 
most disputes. Real, downright, hot-blooded 
misdemeanours are not, strangely enough, so offen- 
sive as selfishnesses, rudenesses, mean little innu- 
endoes, coarse ignorings of the other person’s 
rights and privileges,—all the stupendous trifles 
which, piling up day by day, make a mountain 
which separates many a technically moral couple. 


LACK OF DISCIPLINE 


Peter may not deceive his wife, but when he is 
heavily sarcastic about her family and her bring- 
ing-up every evening during dinner, and goes to 
sleep and snores in his chair directly afterward, she 
may be excused for wondering, as she sits watch- 
ing him with his mouth open, what on earth she 
married him for, and why his mother allowed him 
to grow into such a boor.. Peter, careless of any 
feelings but his own, sleeps heavily on. 

Ethelinda may not mean to antagonize her hus- 
band, but if she snubs him every time he opens 
his lips, spends his money like water, and keeps his 
house like an hurrah’s nest, he may be pardoned 
for feeling, as he sneaks away to the club, that as 
far as home is concerned he’s got quite the wrong 
kind of woman in it, and wishes to goodness he 
need not go back to her then or ever again. 

Now, if Peter had been house-broken in mind and 
manners, he would not be trampling upon his 
wife’s sensibilities and disgusting her taste. And if 
Ethelinda had been disciplined in her youth, she 
might have learned that to be snappish, wasteful, 
and untidy is not allowed to a lady and may well 
alienate a husband. In old times, Peter’s wife 
would have borne him like a cross for all her pa- 


tient days, and Ethelinda’s husband would have 
made the best of her in their horrid home, wherever 
he went for outside consolation. But now Mrs. 
Peter will, after a certain length of time, tell her- 
self that she’s got only one life to live and there 
must be better ways of living it than watching 
Peter go to sleep and snore every evening after 
dinner; and Mr. Ethelinda will just not come home, 
some fine night, and will tell his wife she can do 
what she pleases about it, but he’s finished with 
her. And so both ties are broken. 

One may feel that it would be better for each 
couple to stick it out, particularly if they have 
children. Each couple may reply—as they always 
do, in fact—that an atmosphere of irritation and 
disgust is a poor atmosphere in which to bring up 
children. One may say, then, that drunkenness, 
cruelty, and immorality are admitted grounds for 
separating the inarried and keeping the children 
free from contamination, and that children of 
people who have left each other for less, and re- 
mated themselves lightly, are in a rather bewilder- 
ing atmosphere in any event. And the answer to

this will be that the couple see no reason why their 
own lives should be sacrificed to a first mistake, 
and why, if they have a chance to be happy again, 
they should not take it and cling to it. 

Well, there it is. Perhaps they shouldn’t. Per- 
haps it is best to keep the family unit together at 
any price. But the fact remains that they don’t 
think so, and they do think that their personal 
responsibility toward their family is less than their 
personal responsibility toward themselves.

N these prolific days of food experts with their 

calories and vitamines, of psychoanalysts and 

their domestic complexes, it is extraordinary 
that there has not arisen a scientific group with 
lives consecrated to the discovery of subconscious 
causes for that most fascinating form of human ex- 
pression—dress. In spite of the psychoanalysts, 
not all complexes are built around strictly domes- 
tic or nuptial ideas. 

The pages of history are replete with the names 
of tyrants and their doings. Cesar was invincible; 
Catherine of Russia had her specialties; cocaine 
deals sadly with men; but none of these ever held 
such complete and universal sway over human 
consciousness as fashion. She is now, and always 
has been, unduly dictatorial and correspondingly 
powerful. Changeable as the weather, unintelli- 
gent as an oyster, clever as a demon, as exacting 
as de Montespan—fashion commands, and we 
obey. And the strange part of it all is that we 
never ask why. The rabbit and the bear grow their 
fur as a protection against the elements, increasing 
or diminishing its quantity according to the vary- 
ing degrees of heat and cold. The human animal, 
evolving toward supreme intelligence, learns that

‘fur is being worn this season,” and that it is worn 
high about the face. Gasping for joy on being 
enlightened, the female of the species proceeds to 
swelter in martyred bliss. The male feels no less 
satisfaction in his evening regalia, the image and 
likeness of that worn by his waiter, and the acme 
of human torture.

Just now the 
intelligent public is asking how we may drop the 
skirt to ankle-length and be sure that we are still 
sanitary. Well-mannered slaves, however, are 
complying unquestioningly. Similarly, it is the 





immediate fashion in America to “take up art.” 
They say it is the result of the Great War. Be it 
so or not, a new element of the already compound 
complex has been injected into popular demand 
with whole-hearted fury, so that it is not strange 
that there seems to be a lack of clarity as to what is 
fashion, what is sanitation, what is human intelli- 
gence, what is due to the size of the income tax, 
and what is art in matters of dress.

If we bow to its mandates, 
we must consider the making of a shoe with a heel 
of such proportions and in such a position that we 
may stand and, if necessary, walk without as- 
sistance and with a moderate degree of comfort; 
fashion may make the heel of any size and place 
it where she wills. Art also pleads for an early

Is It Wit or Wisdom Which Most Lacks in Modern Talk? 


Have We Lost the Gift of Tongues? 


And, if so, What 


Steps Had We Better Take for Its Recovery or Revival? 


HETHER conversation is less amusing than it was, 

whether good talk is rarer, are questions too hazardous 

for generalization. Naturally, conversation reflects 
the spirit of the age; its manners and its modes change. But 
it has been, we think, always subject to certain defects which 
return in a sort of cycle; the general acceleration and com- 
plexity of life may have recently produced additional, or inten- 
sified the old faults, as one can imagine over-complication of 
machinery causing longer breakdowns. 


(Osteen seems to languish in periods of purely 
material prosperity, and artistic decadence, but not for 
the same reasons. In the former, it is because there appears 
to be no time. Good talk is treated as adventitious and trivial 
and a waste of effort. A rise in stocks is more important than 
a happy phrase, and a fat profit than any witticism. In the 
latter, people will rather keep their bon mots for next week’s 
middle article than give them out, like an anaemic hen that 
hoards its one egg for fear it should be stolen, instead of being 
sensible and laying a lot more. Thus conversation is deprived 
of pith and any sense of continuity. At other times it is 
due to pure apathy and want of vitality, which occurs at the 
end of one generation before the next has had time to get its 
conversational bearings. But we all know what good talk is, 
and we all desire it—desperately, when the ball is neatly 
served to some one, and it is returned heavily into the net, or 
completely missed. The rally is everything, the swift return, 
the rapid to-and-fro. 


"THERE must be a whip and sting about it; there must be 
an inditing of good matter; and that is why twittering 
about dates, train journeys, walking tours, distance travelled 
an hour, or, in short, any of the wearisome narrations of the 
pedestrian—whether physical or mental—should be barred. 
We all know that imagination and lightness of touch are nec- 
essary; that diversion is the chief end of converse, not instruc- 
tion; that the flair for it consists of a sort of mental legerde- 
main—that flick of the wrist that keeps the pretty butterfly 
of wit in flight, or the paper top of humour spinning; that 
there should be a delightful feeling of breathlessness, a sort of 
tiptoe tension about it. We are most of us aware that anec- 
dotes are an infallible symptom of conversational gaucherie, 
and that any one who “holds the table” should have his neck 
wrung. But, alas, knowing what good conversation is not is 
of very little aid. We seem to go faster and faster on this 
material globe with our bodies, and slower with our minds, 
until, by the time we can girdle the earth in forty seconds, we 
may be reduced to muttering darkly the names of landing- 
places, and the further apart these are, the fewer conversa- 
tional points, so to speak, we shall have about which to mut- 
ter darkly to inattentive neighbours. ~ 


A™= yet it is a ridiculous attitude to assume that good 
talk has disappeared because we do not happen to meet 
often with it in a person. That may be our fault, as well as 
our misfortune; it may be our method of entertaining. For 
there is an art of eliciting conversation from others, a kind of 
catalytic gift which some hostesses have, who, by their 
presence more than by their own contribution, may supply 
the appropriate ferment in the happy chemistry of talk. 


HE modern dinner-party is not always an efficient ma- 

chine for this, as many have found. Eight or ten cou- 
ples temporarily and unwillingly joined till the entrée, and 
then, by some sort of automatic action, divorced and re- 
coupled to their opposite neighbours, is a process that, 
though possessing some advantages (such as the art of ap- 
pearing to listen to one’s neighbour while one is “listening 
in” on another) is decidedly not incentive to general good 
talk, and more than one hostess has been known absolutely 
to forbid it. Yet at a large party one can not forbid it. There 
is a numerical limit to general conversation—and a small one, 
in most cases. It was not this that the poet thought of when 
he said he lisped in numbers, for the numbers came. 


I? is, too, we fancy, the experience of most of us that the 
best conversations we have heard have arisen quite fortui- 
tously, when nothing of the kind was expected, like a sudden 
burst of fireworks in a dark sky—at those somewhat rare 
intervals when people who really know their subject will con- 
verse about it together, and lose the consciousness of their 
bodies; when they are not talking for the sake of talking, 
or to prevent some one else talking, but because they want to 
express convictions. And perhaps in that last word we have 
touched upon another cause of the periodica] decline in con- 
versation. When there are no convictions about life, there is 
little incentive to discuss it. There is, of course, a kind of 
cynicism and superficiality, a nimbleness of mind, that ex- 
cites conversation; but it is the skimming of insects over the 
surface of the water at best. The Latin races possess it to 
excess and could easily spare some of it for Anglo-Saxon con- 
sumption. But people who have convictions generally wish to 
convince others, and though we are seldom convinced by the 
arguments of general conversation, we are moved out of 
ourselves, and, if we are broad-minded, we admire them and 
like to contribute. 


| i any case, let us cry to Heaven for fresh fire, lest at the 
dinner-tables of the near future we sit in rows, each with 
ear-pieces on, the mute and miserable victims of broad- 
casting, gradually losing the pentecostal gift of tongues, or 
being reduced to writing almost earnestly about it all, as we 
have been doing. For there is nothing so unimportant as 
being earnest all by yourself.

GOOD idea usually makes a bad play. A long 
list of ingenious and novel failures testifies 
to this. The theatre is old enough to have 

tried in its time almost every human relationship 
that is sturdy enough to mean anything. It is 
not so very difficult to invent a new relationship; 
but by the mere laws of chance, it is almost impos- 
sible to invent one which has the emotional va- 
lidity demanded by fine drama. Clever ideas and 
such novelties never make great art of any kind, 
but they make better novels than they do plays. 
The fiction writer can give them a substantial 
background of reality or romance, humanity or 
beauty, without confusing the issue. A play is a 
single-minded thing; it is incapable of more than 
one thought at a time. If it is built up out of one 
of these “good ideas” it must rise or fall by it. It 
can not depend on some other element for ef-

fectiveness, or we immediately forget that there is 
any novelty at all. The writer finds it hard to 
cheat if he uses this most difficult and exacting of 
all fictional forms. A good idea must damn or 
make a play, and the chances of damnation are 
manifold if the play is to have serious substance. 
“Tt Pays to Advertise,” ‘Seven Keys to Bald- 
pate,” “The Thirteenth Chair,” “Der Leibgar- 
dist,” testify to the success of the good idea in 
farce, melodrama, and comedy; but “R. U. R.” 
is the exception that proves the rule in serious 


drama.

OR “R. U. R.,” the first production of the 
Theatre Guild this season, is essentially serious 
drama. The action of this play from Czecho-Slo- 
vakia may be largely surface action; the principal

characters may have little actual existence. So far, 
and in the violence of its principal scene, it may 
slip into the ranks of melodrama. Yet the signifi- 
cance of its theme, the satiric power of its material, 
lifts it into serious consideration. This time, it is 
the good idea that saves the play. In fact, the novel 
situation which Karel Capek has devised succeeds 
in overcoming some fairly bad play-writing. 

“R.U.R.” is a story of a Frankenstein monster, 
a golem,—millions of them. By so much it is old 
hat. But because Herr Rossum, inventor of Ros- 
sum’s Universal Robots, devises, manufactures, 
and sells his mechanical men to take the place of 
the labouring people in all the factories of the 
world, the theme takes on a social significance 
most fascinating to-day. It is the satire involved 
in such a conception which Capek steadily exploits 
from one end of the play to the other.

The piece begins with some very obvious and 
unskilful exposition. The daughter of the presi- 
dent of the company manufacturing the robots 
comes to visit the factory, and, for some reason or 
other, she is quite as ignorant as the audience of 
the nature and uses of the strange human figures 
which her father’s company has distributed by 
the millions to the farthest corners of the world. 
She is told, therefore, how they were invented by 
the first Rossum, an atheistic old materialist who 
chose to make himself a “scientific substitute for 
God.”

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even went so far as not to bother about a sense of 
taste—which, of course, barred the robots from 
the most skilled form of domestic labour, but made 
their food exceedingly cheap. Young Rossum 
produced in unlimited quantities a mechanized 
sort of being, with excellent skin, hair, and toe- 
nails, that cost a hundred and fifty dollars, and 
could do the work of two and a half men on a diet 
costing afew centsaday. The only drawback to the 
robot was that occasionally he got “‘robot’s cramp”’; 
grew tense and furious and broke something. But 
then, of course, he could be thrown back into the 
stamping-machine and made into a fresh robot. 
Here, you see, is a new Utopia. It is the Utopia 
of the commercialist. Business as usual, but with- 
out the strikes and bothersome ambitions that 
breed in working men.

the principal marriageable figure in the play. This 
man, manager of the factory of Rossum’s Univer- 
sal Robots, hails the work he is doing because it 
means the end of the “servitude of man to man 
and the enslavement of man to matter.” 

After ten years this industrial Utopia is in fine 
working order. By calmly eliminating a few little 
economic inconsistencies, Capek has his human 
race living idly on the labour of the robots. The 
results are curious. Human beings begin to exhibit 
in mass some of the less pleasing characteristics 
of the leisure classes to-day. For one thing, no 
children are being born. Man is becoming a sort of 
survival, like an appendix. In thirty more years 
he will die out altogether. Says the author: “It 
is as though Nature were sickened unto ceath by 
the robots.” A biologist would have to accept it

I wish 
it were possible to set down that announcement 
precisely as it was given out, in Mr. Gatti’s unique 
mélange of Italian, French, and mangled English, 
with a running glossary and foot-notes by Bill 
Guard, the world’s greatest press-agent; but it 
can not be done. It would fill a whole issue of 
Vogue, not counting the gestures. Best set it 
down, as briefly as may be, in the tongue that is 
least familiar in America’s greatest opera-house. 
First, the novelties and revivals to be heard this 
season. The list is neither long nor particularly 
exciting. There are only two genuine novelties on 
the Metropolitan’s schedule. They are Max 
Schillings’ “Mona Lisa,” with a libretto by Bea- 
trice Dovsky, to be sung in German, and Franco 
Vittadini’s “ Anima Allegra,” libretto by Giuseppe 
Adami, to be sung in Italian.

Just why “ William Tell” should have been called 
back from the tomb is not clear, unless it was to 
provide company for last year’s antediluvian 
finds, “‘Ernani” .and ‘‘Lorelei.” As for ‘ L’ Afri- 
cana,” the composer originally called it “L’Afri- 
caine,” under the impression that it was a French 
opera; but the need of another Italian revival 
possibly explains the translation. 

Strauss’s “Der Rosenkavalier’” will have its 
first production since the war, with new scenery 
by Kautsky, of Vienna. The other German re- 
vival is “‘Tannhéuser”—another mystery, since 
three of Wagner’s greatest works, “Siegfried,” 
‘“‘G6tterdimmerung,” and “Die Meistersinger” 
(to say nothing of “Das Rheingold’’) have not 
been heard at the Metropolitan for five years. 

The dates of the new productions are not as yet 
fully decided, but it is possible to give a tentative 
forecast of them. ‘Romeo et Juliette” comes 
first, announced for the week of November 2oth, 
with “Thais” during the first week in December. 
Another December opening is “Guglielmo Tell,” 
probably during the last week of that month. 
There will be two January openings. ‘‘Tann- 
hiauser” will be heard first about the middle of 
January, and “Anima Allegra,” the first of the 
authentic novelties, will follow about the end of 
the month. “Mona Lisa,” the second novelty, 
comes in February, and “L’Africana”’ probably in

ON HER DRESSING-TABLE 


HE finest perfumes from all 
over the world are brought to 
the American market. Those of 

France are, of course, the best known, 
and indeed they are so familiar that 
to many people the very word “per- 
fume” suggests France. From that 
country there has been imported a 
new and wholly delightful series which 
has been recently added to the al- 
ready long list of excellent perfumes. 
Not only are these scents exception- 
ally fine and exquisitely packed, but 
with them is offered a bit of valu- 
able advice. There is no doubt that 
in the use of perfume the average 
American woman is far less sophisti- 
cated than the Parisienne. The 
Frenchwoman has a thousand subtle 
ways to add that touch of fragrance, 
the American but one. It is not that 
she should use more perfume—indeed, 
she may use but very little altogether, 
but'in order that that little should be 
used with. the most telling effect, a 
famous parfumeur gives an interest- 
ing interview which is incorporated 
in a charmingly iliustrated brochure re- 
vealing a number of the Parisienne’s 
favourite methods of using prefumes. 
For instance, she does not dab her per- 
fume on her blouse, but tucks a bit 
of perfumed cotton inside the corsage 
and thereby gains a far more elusive 
and yet a sufficiently clinging effect. 
All of these scents may be had not 
only as perfume, but in toilet-water 
soap, face powder, hair-lotion, and 
compact powder and rouge as well. 


HEALTH AND BEAUTY 


Perfume is the expression of spir- 
itual beauty; physical beauty must be 
acquired or preserved by other methods. 
One woman has asked, “What can I 
do to improve my complexion? What 
preparations do society women and 
actresses use? They always have such 
beautiful skins.” To a certain extent 
she is right. Society women belong 
to the leisure class, and they have the 
right conditions and the opportunity 
to cultivate every bit of natural loveli- 
ness that nature endows them with. 
The successful actress also has the 
right combination of circumstances to 
keep her youth, and the struggling 
young one, if she is wise. will pay 
strict attention to the rules if she would 
preserve a beautiful complexion. 

The most important rule is physical 
health,—not just a passive kind of 
health, but a vigorous, assertive sort 


of well-being, both physical and men- 
tal. This does not come of itself: it 
means plenty of outdoor exercise—and 
perhaps some indoors as _ well,—good 
wholesome food and not too much 
of it, and perhaps most important of 
all, rest. ‘This can not be put down 
according to rule, for some women 
need nine or ten hours of sleep, while 
others are amply refreshed with seven— 
or even less. 

But this is not enough; she must 
also have an hour or a half hour of 
complete relaxation during the after- 
noon or before dressing for dinner. 
If she can sleep, so much the better, 
but at any rate she should free her 
mind of worry, as nothing so quickly 
robs a woman of her youth and beauty 
and vitality as worry. 


DIFFERENT METHODS 


Next, it is important that she arm 
herself with the best external aids she 
can find. These must be chosen to 
suit individual needs; if she has a 
normally good skin she will need but 
few; while if she has been careless 
about the sun and wind, or if her skin 
is thin and sensitive, she may need 
more. In any case, a good cleanser is 
essential. Many specialists say “no 
soap and water,” while others say it 
is the only way to cleanse the skin 
thoroughly. In a rather new and 
justly popular series of preparations 
for the skin health, one of the newest 
items is a complexion soap of high- 
est quality. Each cake contains one 
third of its weight in pure flower oils, 
which are used for their beautifying 
properties, not as perfume. The soap 
is shelf-dried for twelve months, so 
that one gets every bit of value from 
the four-ounce cake, which costs only 
50 cents. 

There are several kinds of creams 
in this series, to meet every possible 
need. One of the most interesting 
is a cream to stimulate the skin. It 
acts not merely on the surface skin, 
but goes deeper, bringing a sensation 
of renewed vitality to the under 
tissues. It is good for all skins. A 
small jar may be had for $1.35. 

The woman who drives a car, plays 
tennis, or does anything else in the 
bright sunshine invariably finds that 
sooner or later a few fine lines have 
made themselves at home around her 
eyes. A special cream has been com-

unwelcome. It is a medicated prepara- 
tion that gives remarkable results, but 
it should be used faithfully and not 
just when the fancy seizes one. It 
comes at $1.35, $2.50, and $4.75. 

A new lotion that is eminently 
suited to dry and delicate skins is 
emollient and cleansing, and it cools 
and stimulates the skin in a most re- 
markable way. It may be used in 
place of soap and water for daytime 
cleansing. A small bottle is $1, a large 
one $1.85. 

Every woman who has used com- 
pact rouges and powders for any length 
of time has found them to be more or 
less harmful to the texture of the 
skin, but she has probably never known 
why. It is because heretofore the only 
way to make these compacts solid 
was by the use of glucose and similar 
clogging substances injurious to the 
skin. But after months of research 


| and experiment, a new process has been 


discovered whereby flower oils are 
used to solidify a pure powder rouge, 
so that now one may enjoy the con- 
venience of a compact to slip into 
one’s purse, and yet feel as safe in 
using it as in using a fine liquid or 
cream rouge. In the new Parisian 


| orange shade, in light or dark rose, 


it costs $1 a box. 

Qne-of the most common complaints 
and ‘ane: of the most difficult to over- 
come, is that of blackheads and open 
pores. The difficulty is because the 
primary cause is usually a subnormal 


| physical condition which produces a 


sluggish blood circulation. So the 
first attention is to one’s internal 
trouble, and measures must be taken 
to correct it. Even if the health im- 
proves, it is probable that the dis- 
figuring marks will remain unless 
treated externally. More can be done 


| by outside treatment than is generally 


known. This same specialist uses a 
most remarkable cream which applied 


| faithfully and according to directions 


will give noticeable results in a week 
or two, but it must be remembered 
that if the case is an aggravated one, 
and of long standing, it can not be 
corrected in one month or two. The 
proper care and treatment must be 
given persistently until the old skin 
has had time to give way to the new, 
and this process of changing is con. 
tinuous if somewhat slow. First the 
face is bathed in hot water and the 
beauty soap mentioned above, then the 
cream, which is healing and soft, is 
put on thickly and gently rubbed in, 
It should be left on as long as conven. 
ient, but in any case for ten or fifteen 
minutes. After that time the face 
should be steamed with a hot damp 
cloth with the cream still on, then 
with the fingers it is rubbed in again, 
and after a few minutes wiped off 
with the moist hot wash-cloth. The 
mild massage cream should be applied 
gently, and then that too is removed 
and a healing lotion patted in. This 
lotion tends to close the pores, bleach 
the skin, and remove marks left by 
acne. During the day the face should 
be cleansed with a special lotion that 
removes oiliness, dust, and grime 
quickly and efficiently. It is hoth a 
tonic and an astringent. During the 
day as little powder and rouge should 
be used as possible, and they should 
be of unquestioned purity.  Licuid 
powders should be shunned, as they 
tend to clog the pores even more, and 
they must be kept active if they are 
to function properly. The cream for 
this treatment comes in two sizes at 
$x and $2 a jar. The healing lotion 
is $1.75 for a small bottle; and the 
cleansing lotion for day use is $1.50.

OT too often in the exacting 

world of literary accomplishment 

does an author strike the bull’s- 
eye twice in succession. The novel 
which follows a phenomenal success is 
scanned with a critical eye, and rather 
rarely does it fulfil the expectations 
aroused by its predecessor. This success, 
however, has clearly been attained by 
Sinclair Lewis. Babbitt, published by 
Harcourt, Brace, is in many ways a 
better book than Main Sireet, broader 
in its sympathies, less obvious and more 
effective in its irony, more skilful in its 
character building, and finer in its liter- 
ary style. It has not, of course, the 
novelty which played no inconsiderable 
part in the great success of Main Street, 
since it is frankly of the same type, but 
that lack of novelty should be more 
than counterbalanced by the higher 
artistic worth and the deeper humanity 
of Babbitt. 

Though it belongs to the same type 
of fiction, Babbitt is in no sense an at- 
tempt to repeat the theme of the earlier 
success. Main Street dealt with the life 
of the small town. Babbitt chooses as its 
setting the prosperous manufacturing 
city proud of its “‘practically three 
hundred and sixty-two thousand ” popu- 
lation, and centres its interest in the 
character study of Babbitt, who may 
almost be said to be less an individual 
than a type of the successful middle- 
class business man, not the man of 
“‘big business” whose millions give him 
the entrée to a cosmopolitan society and 
the leisure to adapt himself to its stand- 
ards, but the man who is counted a suc- 
cessful business man in his home town, 
yet whose work has always kept him, 
and will always keep him, chained to 
the wheel, without leisure or opportu- 
nity for those finer enjoyments of life 
for which, unconsciously, he. yearns, yet 
which would perhaps, in any case,—and 
therein lies the tragedy,—never prove 
true enjoyments to a mind cramped 
through all its more formative years by 
the struggle with and for material 
things. 

In one way, this picture of American 
life is as depressing as that presented in 
Main Street. These hustling, boosting, 
efficient ‘‘business-getters,” not only 
Babbitt himself, but the men about him, 
—and the introduction of Sir Gerald 
would seem to hint that Mr. Lewis be- 
lieves this to be equally true of business 
men of other lands,—have in very truth 
“coined their very souls.” Babbitt is an 
honest man, with the proviso that ‘‘busi- 
ness is business” ; he is—despite certain 
not wholly suppressed inclinations to be 
otherwise—a faithful husband and a 
kindly, if irritable father, and he is a 
church member in excellent standing. 
But he and his fellow business men have 
lost both the creative mind and the sen- 
sitive soul; they live by conventions un- 
founded in convictions; they are stand- 
ardized to a degree admirable in motor- 
cars and distressing in human beings, 
and Babbitt’s one attempt to assert his 
individuality, to be different from his 
townsmen, ends in a swift and sobering 
triumph for the standardization. 

Yet there is in Babbitt a gleam of hope 
not discernible in Main Street. These 
men are dissatisfied with life as they 
know it. Strongest in Babbitt, yet 
present in most of his fellows, is a dim 
perception of some wider life which each 
once believed it within his power to at- 
tain, yet which each has sacrificed to 
the Mammon of business. Babbitt, the 
enterprising and not too scrupulous 
“‘realtor,” is a college man, and the 
great and unforgotten ambition of his 
youth was to be a lawyer; his friend 
Paul, who devotes his life to tar roofing, 
had the gift and the temperament of a 
musician; even the successful salesman 
of kitchen ware once longed to be a 
famous chemist. One and all they have 
become enmeshed in the web of busi- 


ness, weighted with the support of 
families, until each knows his dream foy. 
ever beyond realization,—yet the gleam 
persists, the spark disturbing the clod, 

Entirely aside from this element jp 
the story, however, the very existence 
of the book is in itself a hopeful sign, 
As is natural in a new land, this country 
has devoted its first two centuries 
largely to the development of natural 
resources, the building of great business, 
the acquiring of wealth, and a very large 
proportion of the best brains of the 
country have been devoted to these 
interests. There follows almost ineyj- 
tably a period of reflection. When books 
like Main Street and Babbitt attain such 
great popularity, it is indisputably be. 
cause minds all over the country have 
begun to question whether material 
prosperity and mechanical] perfection are 
in reality the greatest goods of existence, 
whether this new Jand is really building 
a finer human type than was developed 
by lands industrially less advanced. In 
this championing of the immaterial 
against the material in American life, 
Mr. Lewis is at one with Willa Cather 
in One of Ours, though their methods dif- 
fer. Mr. Lewis, arming himself with 
irony and with satire carried almost to 
the point of the cartoon, boldly attacks 
materialism in its most substantial 
strongholds; Miss Cather supports the 
immaterial with a pen in love with 
beauty and mourns with an accent of 
despair over its defeat. Their combined 
efforts are worth all the fishing in the 
troubled waters of sex ever done by the 
most modernist of pens. 


Attention has been called often in 
recent years to the increasing age of 
heroines, and, of course, every com- 
ment on December Love, the new novel 
of Robert Hichens, published by Doran, 
is expected to begin by recalling the 
fact that not so many years ago Balzac 
felt compelled to be a trifle apolo- 
getic over the age of his Femme de 
Trente Ans, whereas the Lady Selling- 
worth of December Love is a woman of 
sixty with a heart which rebels against 
growing old. The theme is a delicate 
and difficult one, and from it Mr. Hich- 
ens has built a novel of exceptional inter- 
est, convincing, admirably handled, 
and peopled by beings of a genuine 
humanity, if occasionally touched with 
a hint of melodrama, as m the conquer- 
ing Nicolas Arabian, about whose ot 
trait, also, there revolves a drama which 
seems to have borrowed something from 
Oscar Wilde’s Portrait of Dorian Gray. § 

The scene is laid in the fashionable 
world of London, with those interludes 
of Bohemia essential to the novel of the 
smart world to-day, and a striking inc- 
dental character is created in the 
trait painter, Dick Garstin, whose 
change of heart might well be recom- 
mended to a full half of the creators 0 
to-day, whether in art or in writing, 
and may, perhaps, be regarded as the 
guiding principle of December Low 
itself. 

“T’ve spent half my life,” says Dick 
Garstin, “in showing people up on cal- 
vas. I should like to try something else. 
I should like to try to reveal the under 
neath fine instead of the underneath 
filfth.” 

Thus beneath the vanity and selfish- 
ness, the pursuit of pleasure and adora 
tion, which for sixty years have ruled 
the life of Lady Sellingworth, a spoiled 
and famous beauty of the days of King 
Edward, Mr. Hichens finds the hidden 
fineness which rises to great and unself- 
ish sacrifice for the happiness of a git 
who is, at best, hardly more than al 
acquaintance and, at worst, is almost 
an enemy. Something of the same pril- 
ciple is apparent in the creation of the 
character of Sir Seymour Portman and 
the effect on people and on situations of

his staunch honesty and unfearing di- 
rectness. Figures of less convincing 
reality, though they occupy much of 
the book, are Alick Craven and the 
beautiful American girl, Beryl Van 
Tuyn, who are rather too obviously 
that which they are in reality, figures 
introduced to create the situations to 
which Lady Sellingworth reacts. On 
the whole, however, the book is admi- 
rable in technique, brilliant in its picture 
of modern life. Less flamboyant than 
the Garden of Allah and without its 
exotic colour, it yet holds the interest by 
the keenness of its insight and its sensi- 
tive handling of a theme which might 
easily have been made repellent. 

The sunshine of romance, of course, 
throws its golden light on Peregrine’s 
Progress, the latest contribution to 
the joy of living made by Jeffery 
Farnol and published by Little, Brown. 
No other author of the present day 
has quite the gift of Mr. Farnol for 
the making of these beguiling tales of 
romantic adventure, with their learned 


tinkers, their daring, yet impeccable,. 


beauties, their hard knocks and pic- 
turesque villains, their gallant heroes 
and delightful men and women of the 


- older generation. He has something of 


the outdoor charm of Borrow, combined 
with a magic for creating the atmosphere 
of other days and whirling through it 
scenes of romance and adventure which 
sweep the reader far from the familiar 
world of to-day to some enchanted for- 
est, where birds sing and brooks babble. 
and leaves rustle shimmering beneath 
sun and moon, where tinkers make verse 
and prize-fighters save souls, where the 
brave deserve—and win—the fair, and 
where the most improbable of events 
take on a semblance of reality. This 
latest book returns to early nineteenth- 
century England, and in it we meet 
again the atmosphere and even a few 
of the people of The Broad Highway. 

A striking picture of American life 
in a phase totally different from that 
of Babbitt is Kathleen Norris’s lat- 
est—and unquestionably most con- 
siderable—novel, Certain People of 
Importance, published by Doubleday, 
Page. ‘It is nothing new to find Mrs. 
Norris a writer of an absorbing story. 
She has always been that, but in this 
portrayal of five generations of a sim- 
ple, every-day American family there is 
something of more enduring worth than 
a mere good story, however absorbing. 
She has come near to something which 
has been rather rare in fiction since the 
days of Dickens and of Thackeray, the 
recreation of an entire social world of a 
definite time and place, and she has 
dealt with exceptional skill with the 
many characters involved. 

The book is, of course, in line with a 
very general tendency among American 
writers at present to devote their pens 
to the past and present of their own 
country. Through their efforts there 
has come into being a considerable li- 
brary of fiction, characteristically Amer- 
ican and widely varied, ranging all the 
way from The Age of Innocence to The 
Covered Wagon, and in this library Cer- 
iain People of Importance is destined to 
prove a notable volume. 

“‘A devastating novel,” enthusiastic- 
ally announce the sponsors of Gargoyles, 
the second novel of Ben Hecht, pub- 
lished by Boni and Liveright, but 


it is difficult to see what devas. 
tation it could wreak on any mind 
which had ever looked human life 
squarely in the face. It is frankly one of 
those books which, to adapt the phrase 
of Mr. Hichens’s painter, are more con- 
cerned with the underneath filth than 
with the underneath fineness, making 
capital of those instincts which are 
man’s heritage from his primeval ances- 
try and which it has been and is the 
great task of civilization to refine and 
transmute. After all, as Stevenson said, 
the great wonder of the world is not that 
man is so evil, kut that he is as good as 
he is. 

Undoubtedly such people as are y or- 
trayed in Mr. Hecht’s novel exist, and 
it is true, also, that the ostensible pur- 
pose of the kook is to enforce the truth 
that only those who rise beyond mere 
physical attraction to higher and more 
unselfish love find sex, and perhaps life 
itself, a thing of worth. But it may be 
questioned whether, when one rust 
wade through so much mud to find the 
pearl, one is not more conscious of the 
mud than of the pearl. It is difficult to 
escape a feeling that Gargoyles may ap- 
peal less to those honestly in search of 
the pearl than to those very ones at 
whom its author points the finger of scorn 
for searching the written word for mud. 

Married life troubled by the new free- 
dom for women is the theme of Spell- 
binders, by Margaret Culkin Banning, 
published by Doran, and one wonders 
whether this theme preoccupies the 
married of to-day to anything like the 
extent that it preoccupies the modern 
novelists. It is not, technically, a very 
good book, but it contributes to the 
discussion one rather wise finding which 
has escaped some more noted thinkers 
on the subject, the suggestion that these 
changes, great as they are and much as 
they may vary it superficially, are likely 
to alter very little the fundamental 
things in the relations of men and 
women, that they will rather, once the 
adaptation is completed, add to the 
richness and stability of the life of the 
home, instead of undermining it. 

Of adventures in real life some 
notable books have appeared in recent 
weeks, and one of the most striking 
and absorbing of them is Beasis, 
Men and Gods, by Ferdinand Ossen- 
dowski, published by Dutton, an 
amazing account of the author’s flight 
from the Bolshevik power through 
Mongolia, Thibet, and finally to Man- 
churia. The story is told with a sim- 
plicity which carries conviction, and its 
events are of a strangeness to test the 
imagination of the hardiest writer of 
fiction. Frederick O’Brien has been ad- 
venturing again in the South Seas and 
has brought back A lolls of the Sun, pub- 
lished by the Century in a superbly illus- 
trated volume. Mr. O’Brien was one of 
the leaders in establishing the cult of the 
South Seas which has so stirred imagi- 
nation in recent years, andin thisaccount 
of his third journey he fully sustains the 
reputation gained by White Shadows 
and Mystic Isles of the South Seas. 
Again, if one follows Mr. Ruckiesh, the 
sky is the limit for adventure. His 
Book of the Sky, published by Dutton, 
combines observations of cloud and wind 
and weather from the earth and from an 
airplane, with unusually beautiful cloud 
photographs.

March. The opening date for “Der 
Rosenkavalier” remains doubtful at 
this writing. 

It will be welcome news to many that 
two of the best of last year’s novelties, 
. ‘Cosi Fan Tutte” and “Snyégurotch- 
ka,” are to be retained in this season’s 
repertoire. Mozart’s delectable musical 
comedy will have its first performance 
some time in January, while Rimsky’s 
fairy opera may make an even earlier 
appearance. It is curious that such a 
charming piece as “ Snyégurotchka” 
should be fated to have such tragic 
associations. Two of the Metropoli- 
tan’s younger singers appeared in it 
last season, both made their first out- 
standing success in it, and both are now 
dead. Mario Laurenti, the Italian bari- 
tone who created the part of Mizguir, 
died a few weeks after the opening per- 
formance, and poor little Alice Miriam, 
who understudied Lucrezia Bori in the 
title réle, got her chance to sing it at a 
Saturday matinée, and made a real hit 
in the part, died last summer of tubercu- 
Icsis. Fate is an ironical person. 

As for Rimsky’s other Metropolitan 
success, the irresistible “Le Coq d’Or,” 
it will probably have another year of 
neglect—more shame to the Metropoli- 
tan. “Not sure” was the only reply 
one could elicit from Mr. Gatti as to 
the prospect of its revival; and those 
“not sures” at the Metropolitan gen- 
erally mean ‘“‘no.”’ “Louise,” too, will 
probably be among those absent, for 
there is no one left to sing the title réle, 
now that Geraldine Farrar is gone. 
Tschaikovsky’s “Eugen Onegin” is 
to be done again, after three years of 
silence. Concerning last year’s two low 
spots, “Ernani” and the ghastly “Lore- 
ley,” there is as yet no news. One can 
only hope that their slumbers will be 
undisturbed. 


SUCCESSORS FOR CARUSO 


Everybody wondered, last year, who 
would take Caruso’s place as the bright 
particular star of the Metropolitan 
forces. As it turned out, the resourceful 
Gatti managed to provide not one but 
two—Jeritza and Chaliapine. The 
dynamic blonde Austrian soprano made 
a sensational début in “Die Tote 
Stadt,” swept New York off its feet in 
“Tosca,” and played to capacity houses 
ever after. The giant Russian bass, 
though he sang only a few performances 
cf“ Boris Godounoff,” made an equally 
profound impression, establishing him- 
self firmly as one of the greatest oper- 
atic personalities of this generation. Both 
have been reengaged, Chaliapine at a 
salary rumoured to be considerably 
larger than anything Caruso ever re- 
ceived. Just what the amount is, no 
one outside the Metropolitan manage- 
ment can say, but it is probably more 
than three thousand dollars a perform- 
ance. 

It was inevitable that one of the two 
would be chosen to open the season on 
November 13th. For a time, Chaliapine 
was reported to be the choice, in 
“Mefistofele,” the opera in which he 
was heard at the Metropolitan a decade 
ago. But Jeritza in “Tosca” was the 
final selection, with Chaliapine’s first 
appearance during the same week. 
Besides singing Marietta in “Die 
Tote Stadt,” Elsa, Sieglinde, Santuzza, 
and Tosca, Madame Jeritza is to have 
three new roles this season, Elizabeth 
in “Tannhiauser,” Octavian in “Der 
Rosenkavalier” (Jeritza in small-clothes 
—loud cheers!) ,and “Thais.” The last- 
named réle, by the way, will be her 
first American excursion into French. 

Chaliapine will sing much more fre- 
quently than last season, in several réles, 


—“Boris,” of course, Don Filipo in 
Verdi’s “Don Carlos” (said to be one of 
his greatest characterizations), and 
“Mefistofele.” He may likewise sing 
Figaro in “The Barber.” Speaking of 
Figaro, Titta Ruffo will be back to 
sing, not only that réle, but the baritone 
leads in “Ernani,” “Rigoletto,” and 
“Pagliacci.” 

Farrar’s departure has caused a gen- 
eral redistribution of her favourite 
roles. Madame Galli-Curci, oddly 
enough, falls heir to two of them. She 
will sing “Madama Butterfly” and 
Mimi in “La Bohéme,” in addition to 
her coloratura parts. Lucrezia Bori 
will also sing “Butterfly,” and Manon 
and Juliette as well. Florence Easton 
is to have “Carmen,” and ought to do 
it well. She will also take Frieda Hem- 
pel’s original part of the field-marshal’s 
wife in the revival of ‘Der Rosen- 
kavalier.” 


THE RETURN OF THE GERMANS 


Gatti-Casazza has made a strenuous 
effort this year to bring the German 
singing personnel of the company up to 
something like its pre-war strength, and 
to this end has imported a number of the 
most notable present-day German and 
Austrian artists. Of these the more im- 
portant are Barbara Kemp, soprano,— 
said to have a beautiful voice and tre- 
mendous personal charm, despite a 
somewhat negative supply of good looks 
—who will sing in ‘‘Mona Lisa”’; Elisa- 
beth Rethberg, soprano; Sigrid Onegin, 
soprano; Curt Taucher, tenor, who sings 
in ““Tannhauser’’; Gustav Schiitzendorff, 
baritone, to be heard in ‘‘Der Rosen- 
kavalier”; Michael Bohnen, basso, for 
“Mona Lisa”; and the famous basso, 
Paul Bender, who will be heard in ‘“‘Der 
Rosenkavalier,” ‘“Tannhiuser,”’ “Lohen- 
grin,” and possibly ‘‘Parsifal.” 

There are several other newcomers. 
Queena Mario comes from the Chicago 
Opera Company. Giacomo Lauri- 
Volpi, a much-heralded Italian tenor, 
will make his first appearance in ‘‘Anima 
Allegra.” Edmund Burke, the Cana- 
dian basso, will be here. So will Ina 
Bourksaya, a Russian contralto. She 
was originally a member of the Russian 
opera company that worked its way 
from Japan to the Pacific Coast early 
last spring and barnstormed its way to 
the New Amsterdam Theatre late in 
May. While the company was still out 
of town, some alert Metropolitan lieu- 
tenant heard Madame Bourksaya sing 
and signed her up with a contract that 
kept her out of New: York until her 
Metropolitan engagement. 

The most valuable of the new singers 
thus far seems to be Edward Johnson, 
who has been so successful with the 
Chicago Opera Company. He gave not- 
able performances in New York last 
season as Avito in “‘L’Amore Dei Tre 
Re” and Pinkerton in ‘‘Butterfly,” and 
he will sing these réles with the Metro- 
politan, appearing also in “Andrea 
Chenier” and ‘‘Pagliacci.” Apparently 
the principal Italian tenor at the Metro- 
politan this year will be an American! 

No new conductors appear on the 
Metropolitan’s list. The principal trio, 
Bodanzky, Hasselmans, and Moranzoni, 
remain, and will divide the novelties 
among them. It is cheering, though, 
to learn that a really first-class stage 
director has been engaged. He is Wil- 
helm von Wymetal, late of the Vienna 
Opera, and is one of the best-known di- 
rectors in Europe. The original an- 
nouncements said that he would “as- 
sist” Samuel Thewman in the stage 
direction—which would be something 
like having Lloyd George assist May-

cheerfully as the survival of the fittest. 
Under the perfection of industrialism, 
a lower form, because it is the fitter for 
its environment, eliminates a higher. 
Perhaps mankind was once the robots 
to a race of gods. Perhaps we are 
travelling the other way from the super- 
man. At any rate, the second act of 
“R. U. R.” pictures a time even fitter 
than our own for prayers against 
progress. 

By this time the experiments of the 
elder Rossum are being resumed. 
Robots are made more nearly like men, 
partly from necessity, partly from a 
desire to experiment. It is found neces- 
sary, for example, to give them pain- 
nerves; for customers complain that the 
robots are forever ruining themselves 
by breaking a leg or getting a hand 
caught in the machinery. Out of pain 
comes a soul. “Robot’s cramp” be- 
comes almost an epidemic. Growing 
more and more like human beings, the 
robots learn hatred, fear, terror. Men 
use them as soldiers. Wars multiply 
and devastate the world—purely, one 
would guess, from the natural cussed- 
ness of mankind, for there is surely no 
other motive for war in this Utopia 
where economic motives no longer 
exist. And in wars, the robots learn to 
use firearms. 

The consequence of giving the robots 
a soul, hatred, fear, and the knowledge 
of guns can be but one thing—rebellion. 
The robots take the last step towards 
manhood: they practice slaughter and 
dominance. They rise and kill every 
man, woman, and child but one. They 
spare an old man who was head of the 
building department of Rossum’s Uni- 
versal Robots. They had seen him 
work with his hands—like them. 

The first act of “R. U. R.” supplies 
novel and amusing exposition of this 
dawning Utopia. The second act brings 
both satire and the threat of danger 
upon the stage. The third rushes on 
from bitterer satire into melodrama 
and horror, as the robots, in a wall of 
faces all alike, surround the house of the 
last of the human race, and -break in 
and murder. The fourth act, or rather 
the epilogue, carries the story on into 
the beginning of an endless cycle of 
such repetitions as would delight the 
Anatole France that wrote “Penguin 
Island.”’ Crazed by the discovery that 
the secret formula for the making of 
robots has been destroyed, and that 
their bodies will wear out in twenty 
years, the new race urge the last man 
to find a way for them to reproduce 
their kind. He finds it at last when two 
of the robots, a boy and a girl, show the 
mutual and _ self-sacrificing devotion 
which spells love. The curtain falls on 
the drama of mankind beginning itself 
anew. It will run on until the robots 
make new robots to save them the pain 
of labour and the trouble of seeking 
social justice. 

There is good satire here, obviously. 
It is often brought in at the expense of 
logic. For instance, at the height of the 
rebellion, the manager announces that, 
if the human race comes out on top, he 
will never make “universal” robots 
again. They shall be “national robots.” 
There shall be a factory in every land, 
and the products of each factory shall 
have “a different colour, different hair, 
a different language.”” They shall be so 
foreign to one another that from the 
cradle to the grave the robots from dif- 
ferent factories will hate each other to 
the end of eternity. A merry satire 
on patriotism and the national hatreds 
of mankind. But it has its weak spot. 
The “universal” robots of the play 
speak the language of the particular 
land in which they happen to work. 
Making them a little more different, 


giving them the aspects of Italian 
Swedes, and Englishmen,—which yy 
see mingled in the patriotic citizenry 9 
America—should make little differeng. 
The class consciousness of the robot 
Capek exploits it in his play—is a 
even more unlikely phenomenon thay 
class consciousness among the prole. 
tariat of to-day. 

The last scene as Capek has write 
it is a good deal of a disappointmen, 
It, too, has its weak spot in logic. The 
is no earthly reason for supposing that 
the hard-headed scientists of Rossum 
Universal Robots have been  fook 
enough to supply their labourers with 
generative organs. This scene is weak 
also in construction. The epilogue be. 
gins with the robots forcing the one 
living man to vivisect their leader jnq 
search for the secret of their manufac. 
ture. The absurdity of this is only e. 
ceeded by its horror. It. would have 
been so much better if the leader of 
the robots had ordered the man ty 
op€rate on the boy, and if the girl had 
then shown, in her anxiety for his life, 
the love that the old man was <earching 
for. As it stands, the author piles upon 
the deliberate and wilful horror of the 
off-stage screams of the vivisected q 
scene of awakening love which is em. 
phasized to a far too obvious point. 

“R. U.R.,” you may judge from al 
this, is a bizarre and striking play 
considerable thoughtfulness and hv. 
mour, which occasionally passes the 
boundaries of the pleasant in its search 
for power. Jt is novel enough in its m- 
terials, and these materials are arranged 
in a simple enough plot to make a dram 
whose significance and excitement er 
cuse the bungling of details. 

“R. U. R.” is acted neither ver 
badly nor very well. Most of its play- 
ers—Louis Calvert, Moffat Johnston, 
William Devereux, Kathlene MacDon- 
ell, Henry Travers, and Basi] Sydney— 
know their way around the Stage pretty 
well. Moreover, they are involved in 
action of so obvious and entertaining a 
kind that nothing but utter incompe- 
tence could spoil the play. Therefor, 
Philip Moeller’s humdrum direction is 
not so disastrous as it might be. Iti 
only in two places that its insufficiency 
is particularly evident. One is where he 
lets Helen Westley, as an old nurs, 
play for cheap laughs when she should 
be reinforcing the disaster that the 
presence of robots has worked on mai 
kind. The other is at the climax of the 
play, when he loses by unskilful temp 
some of the terror of the impending 
attack.

intelligent minds in the profession, the 
Equity Players are setting out to do 
what the Theatre Guild has shown is 
possible—to acclimate the art theatre 
to Broadway. The Guild has owed its 
success to an ideal plus the intelligence 
of two playwrights, Theresa Helburn 
and Philip Moeller, of a playwright who 
is also a lawyer, Lawrence Langner, of a 
business man, Maurice Wertheim, of an 
artist, Lee Simonson, and of an-actress, 
Helen Westley. The Equity Players pin 
their faith to the same ideal and to 
Francis Wilson, Jane Cowl, Grant 
Mitchell, Katherine Emmett, George 
Arliss, Augustin Duncan, John Emer- 
son, Gilbert Emery, Elsie Ferguson, 
Frank Gillmore, O. P. Heggie, Josephine 
Hall, Joseph Santley, Paul M. Turner, 
and Edith Wynne Mathison, all of 
them actors or actresses. The ideal may 
be defined as plays of sound artistic 
merit—which means also, or should 
mean, theatrical merit, acted by casts 
emphasizing ensemble rather than flash- 
ing individualities and given for rela- 
tively short runs in a theatre devoted to 
this single enterprise and its more or 
less permanent audience of subscribers 
and box-office patrons. 

The first play leaves the Equity Play- 
ers just above where the Theatre Guild 
found itself after its opening production. 
Both, incidentally, were Spanish pieces. 
Benavente wrote “The Bonds of Inter- 
est” with which the Guild began, and 
the Quintero brothers have supplied 
“Malvaloca” for the Equity Players. 
Neither play seems entirely effective 
as produced, though both are unques- 
tionably of merit. So far as the chances 
of future success go, the Equity Players 
have the advantage of a large list of 
subscribers, whose money will tide 
them over to the next production, where 
the Guild had to skimp and worry. And 
it is worth remembering that the suc- 
cess of the Guild and the good work it 
has done have played a great part in 
making it possible for the Equity Play- 
= to begin with so large a subscription 
ist. 

“Malvaloca” is a play with truly 
drawn characters, clear enough action, 
and a cast of efficient players. Why, 
then, is it disappointing? This is due, 
partly, I imagine, to the alien character 
of people and story, and partly to the 
fact that this fault is emphasized unfor- 
tunately by the stage direction of Augus- 
tin Duncan. The Quintero brothers 
are celebrated in Spain for their local 
colour. This play seems characteristic 
of them. It is a story of the pure love 
awakening in the heart of a street girl, 
whose beauty has excelled her virtue, 
and whose character has been more 
celebrated for decision than for purity. 
A number of Spanish types and well- 
drawn human characters serve as a 
background to her love. There is also 
a little allegory in the recasting by the 
hero and his partner of the cracked bell 
of a convent; it is only at the end, as 
the new bell rings out, that the lover 
comes to believe at last that the heart 
of his mistress can be purified and her 
virtue renewed in the fires of their love. 

It is a leisurely tale full of character- 
istic, but not very dramatic detail. 
Much of this detail would doubtless be 
alien and dull to us in any case. But the 
girl herself should vivify the play if 
she were only acted as a human being. 
Jane Cowl, coming to the Equity Play- 
ers unheralded by electric lights and 
unsung by stardom, plays the girl with 
just the sort of charm and beauty that 
is utterly out of the character of this 
street product. Malvaloca can not 
read or write. She is the child of much 
poverty and some sin. She is not 
exactly a Kiki, perhaps, but she is 
close to it. Miss Cowl plays her like a

her face is alight with pure lovelines, 
She is never for a moment the Spanis, 
light 0’ love of the Quinteros. Anq 
therefore, the play has no ounce of th, 
colourful and idyllic reality which alon 
would give it life. 

_ Perhaps Augustin Duncan was over. 
ridden by Miss Cowl, though I think jt 
unlikely. There is little of the pun- 
gently Spanish in any of the acting oy. 
side of Claude Cooper’s. On the othe, 
hand, most of the.players are as finishe 
as Miss Cow] in what they are trying to 
do. Rollo Peters brings real romantic 
talent to the hero. Frederic Burt yp. 
bends quite whimsically as a former 
lover. Marshall Vincent is properly 
ecstatic as a blind old bell-ringer. But 
in spite of a cast of skilled players, the 
performance does not vibrate with Span. 
ish reality. 

Somewhat similarly, the permanent 
setting devised by Woodman Thomp 
son for the plz-y is lighted with so little 
atmosphere that it becomes a handsome 
and distracting puzzle-picture, over 
which we spend much time wondering 
just how the various flats, wings, and 
columns are combined to make the dif- 
ferent scenes. 


FROM RUSSIA 


6 oe ability of Nikita Balieff as 
_4& stage director, comedian, and orig. 
inator of entertainment numbers re. 
ceives a double testimonial from the 
productions of early October. One is 
the third bill of his own “Chauve. 
Souris” and the other the “Revue 
Russe,” another of the many imite- 
tions of his merry and lovely entertain- 
ments which have scattered themselves 
across Europe in the past two or three 
seasons. 

It is many years—almost fifteen, in 
fact—since Balieff developed at his 
super-cabaret, “The Bat,” a distinctly 
Russian brand of art-vaudeville which 
Germany knew in the “ Ueberbrettl” of 
Max Reinhardt, Baron Ernst von Wol- 
zogen, and O. J. Bierbaum. When 
Balieff left Moscow, revived his “Bat” 
in Paris as the ‘Chauve-Souris,” 
and reaped success, imitators, some of 
them former helpers, felt that they, too, 
could profit by Balieff’s talent. Accord- 
ingly, “Der Bleue Vogel,” a charming 
little hall providing excellent wine and: 
pleasant imitation of the Balieff tums, 
opened in Berlin, and Maria Kousne- 
zoff, gathering Leon Bakst to her bar- 
ner, gave Paris at the Théatre Femim 
a similar Russian vaudeville. It is this 
entertainment, considerably amplified 
and strengthened, which has been im- 
ported to America. 

The “Revue Russe” differs from Be- 
lieff’s “‘Chauve-Souris” at five points 
It has no comedian-announcer likt 
Balieff himself. It has in Mme. Kousne 
zoff a singer of some pretension with 
strong voice, and a very poor falsetto. 
It has a monkey impersonator out 0 
French vaudeville, who swarms up 
the balcony and circumambulates the 
house. Its settings, even when designed 
by Balieff’s own Soudeikine, do no 
seem so vivid, so snappy, as those 
the “Chauve-Souris.” And, though 
some of Bakst’s work is his second bes, 
he provides in a scene outside the pr 
letarian People’s House in Pe 
an unusual and arresting scene. e 

The new bi . of the “Chauve-Sours 
is almost as superior to its second bil, 
produced last summer, as it is to 
entertainment of the “Revue Russ. 
It is even better than the first bill offe 
by Balieff. Contributions from Pu 
kin, Chopin, de Maupassant, Coutl 
Alexei Tolstoy, Rubinstein, and Mov

LESSER PRODUCTIONS 


T the head of the less notable pro- 
ductions of the past fortnight is 
“The Faithful Heart,” a sentimental, 
but by no means obvious drama by 
Monckton Hoffe,the English playwright 
Its story is the story of what the eight- 
een-year-old heroine describes as an 
“illegitimate father,” and of how he 
faces the discovery of the results of a 
long-forgotten love affair. The figure of 
the fiancée who deserts him when the 
child turns up is as conventionally 
handled by the author as it is by the 
actress, Daisy Markham. Flora Shef- 
field, another of those Wunderkinder 
who are popping up each season, is 
charming and something more as the 
daughter. Tom Nesbitt, once the hero 
of “Mary Rose,” plays another réle of 
varying ages, and plays it most excel- 
lently. His face, as he comes to realize 
that the girl before him is his daughter, 
is a subtle study in emotion such as one 
rarely sees in our theatre. 


From Professor Baker’s play-writ- 
ing course at Harvard and Radcliffe 
comes Abby Merchant with “The 
Ever Green Lady.” It is a rather 
artificial comedy with an interesting 
idea: the escape of an old Irishwoman 
from the coddling of her millionaire 
son, and her return to the life she has 
known and loved in the tenements. Ex- 
cellently cast by David Wallace, it pro- 
vides a gorgeous opportunity to J. M. 
Kerrigan as a sixty-year-old messenger 
boy, and suffers a little from the under- 
emphasis of Beryl Mercer, who plays 
the old lady. 

“That Day,” a most old-fashioned 
drama on the dual moral code, is so 
obvious and so tedious that it is almost 
impossible to believe that it is the work 
of the same Louis Anspacher who wrote 
“The Unchastened Woman.” The piece 
suffers as much from the acting of Helen 
Holmes as the audiences suffer from both. 

“The Lady in Ermine,” an operetta 
composed by Jean Gilbert, the German, 
and recomposed by Alfred Goodman, 
the American, has been subjected to the 
process of speeding up and elaboration 
by which the Shuberts made successes 
of “The Last Waltz” and “The Rose of 
Stamboul.” The result is not so happy 
in the present case. There is no Jim 
Barton to disguise the dulness of the 
book, and the music is not nearly so 
good. Walter Woolf, aided by a Sheik 
part, makes a bit of a sensation in the 
tenor role. Wilda Bennett’s pretty sing- 
ing is still impaired by her bad trick of 
producing a tremolo with her chin.

earlier divorces. Somebody’s heart had 
been more or less broken before these 
took place. Now people take care to 
part before this happens; some of them 
remaining such good friends, while their 
separation is going on, that’ they wish 
each other the kindliest Godspeed and 
would give each other away to the next 
claimant with the utmost tranquillity. 

There is no use moralizing about this. 
One may approve; or one may not. 
Plenty of arguments are used on both 
sides. But the thing being so, how is it 
to be treated? On the whole, we think, 
if there is no high moral issue involved, 
it is best to look upon each situation 
about as the people concerned do. If a 
man does not blame his wife for leaving 
him, and she has not outraged the pres- 
ent-day easy conventions in her way of 
doing it, why should society blame her? 
And, furthermore, if he doesn’t mind 
meeting her, why should an unfortunate 
outsider be perturbed for having known 
no better than to include both in the 
same party? It is unquestionably better 
taste not to ask them to the same house 
on the same occasion, but, if it happens, 
it is not likely to bring about a social 
cataclysm. It is rather with the 
mingling of their new partners that con- 
fusion sets in. No one would wish to 
involve a woman who happened to feel 
bitterly about her successor with that 
successor. No one would willingly bring 
two men who had both been husbands 
to the same woman into each other’s 
company. The men may have been 
friends, and it is possible that they may 
have arrived at a point of non-sensi- 
bility where they may still feel friendly 
enough. But théy really can not show 
this without exhibiting a callousness 
far from seemly. 


PROBLEMS OF THE FAMILY WEDDING 


Innumerable questions are asked 
about the etiquette of these mixed 
family relations in regard to weddings. 
If a man and his wife are divorced, and 
the woman remarries, and the children 
live with her and grow up and, in their 
turn, marry, should the father be asked 
to the wedding? Should he give his 
daughter away? How should the invi- 
tations be sent out? These, and a dozen 
more inquiries are constantly to be 
answered. And the reply must always 
be influenced by particular conditions. 
If the children were very young when 
the divorce was granted, if their step- 
father had taken their father’s place to 
them, he might very properly play a 
father’s part at the wedding—though 
that gentleman himself might wish to 
be, inconspicuously, in the church. To 
his wife’s house, under the circum- 
stances, he would never go. But if the 
—— had never been beloved by 
the children, if they wanted their own 
father to be with his son, or to give his 
daughter away, he would naturally do 
so. He would then be conspicuous in 
the church, though, as before stated, 
he would not go to the reception of his 
daughter if held at his wife’s house. He 
would probably arrange for the newly 
married couple to dine with him some- 
where afterward. If the children were 
living with their father, after a divorce 
between the parents, and desired their 
mother’s presence, she also would go 
to the church, but not to a reception at 
her former husband’s house. 

The question of a divorced woman’s 
name seems, also, to excite much inter- 
est. Shall she keep her husband’s (unless 
she is about to take another man’s) or 
shall she go back to her maiden name? 
The most usual procedure among people 
of the world is to keep the surname of 
their husband, and substitute their 
initials for his, so that the general effect 
of a married name is produced. Mrs. 


Horace Manners (christian name, Mary) 
will not. continue to be addressed on 
letters and invitations as “Mrs. Horace 
Manners,” because her late busband 
m2y choose to bestow that name on 
another. Neither will she wish to be 
addressed as “Mrs. Mary Manners,” 
because that is not the custom among 
people of the world. She will use her 
maiden initials, probably, have her 
name on lists “Mrs. M. L. Manners,” 
her cards, perhaps, “ Mrs. Lee Manners,” 
and she will sign her name, as she always 
did, “Mary Lee Manners.” 


“WITH THIS RING .. .” 


Then there are people who worry 
about their first wedding and engage- 
ment rings. But it seems a thing which 
they themselves can best decide. Cer- 
tainly, they would not be likely to keep 
on wearing the wedding or engagement 
ring of their first husband on the finger 
they are about to encircle with the of- 
fering of the second. They might put 
the ring away for their daughter; they 
might give it to her at once; they might 
keep it for their son’s future wife; they 
might have it reset into some other sort 
of ornament, or wear it simply on an- 
other finger, supposing them to be 
parting with their late lords sans 
rancune, and also supposing their new 
ones to have no objection. Should they 
not remarry, of course there is no rea- 
son, outside their own feelings in the 
matter, for them to do anything at all 
about it. If they hate the man, they will 
not want to wear his ring. If they do 
not, they probably will not find such a 
reminder of old days unpleasant. 

When a man and woman are separat- 
ed, and known to be so, letters would 
not be sent to them as Mr. and Mrs. 
Anybody, but addressed to them indi- 
vidually at their different domiciles. A 
man’s would go to his club or lodging. 
In fact, when two people have come to 
the end of their life as one, it is better 
cheerfully to ignore the fact that they 
ever were one, and—unless one is 
obliged to take sides—pursue one’s 
friendly relations with both, apart. 
Sometimes reasons of family feeling, of 
obligation, of real belief that one, more 
than the other, has been in the wrong, 
decide that these relations shall only 
continue with the man or the woman. 
In this case, although only intimate with 
one, there is no reason for being rude to 
the other, especially if one meets him, 
or her, in a neutral house. It is always 
possible to keep a perfectly civil, but cool 
distance, and not embarrass one’s host- 
ess by showing any feeling. 

In view of the many divorces taking 
place, the various marryings and inter- 
marryings which follow, and the fact 
that the children of any gentleman or 
lady may frequently find themselvesin the 
position of being re-fathered and moth- 
ered by their parents’ best friends, we 
do sometimes wonder if the cont:nental 
fashion of keeping the family name, 
household, and younger members to- 
gether—in other words, keeping up ap- 
pearances and the home, no matter how 
the two heads of it happen to be con- 
ducting themselves in the privacy of 
personal |:fe—has not a good deal to 
recommend it.

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is a difference between the function of 
a garden-party and church, or a shop- 
ping tour and the opera, one’s intelli- 
gence should be expressed by a corre- 
sponding difference in dress’ when at- 
tending each of these functions. No 
true art expression is possible without 
due heed to this matter, but it some- 
times seems fashionable to wear any- 
thing, anywhere, at any time. 

There is another element besides fit- 
ness or function, sometimes called 
beauty, sometimes taste, which really 
means such harmony of colour, form, 
line, texture, and personality as will 
satisfy the cultivated esthetic sense. 
Fitness and beauty constitute what is 
known as art, and by these standards 
an art object must be judged. When 
fashion considers art and its demands, 
beauty appears in its creations, and 
there is generally a degree of taste in 
the way in which they are worn. 

Art is not, therefore, identical with 
any of the elements mentioned, although 
it may be associated with any of them 
so long as it dominates the mental pic- 
ture. It is less understood, less adver- 
tised, and therefore less courted than is 
fashion; but it is, in some proportion, 
always present in our consciousness. 
The desire for it is universal, for all 
men are possessed of some degree of 
intelligence and the rudiments of esthet- 
ic sense as well. The failure to differ- 
entiate it from other elements is evident 
from the average choice of clothes and 
the solution of the more difficult ques- 
tion of who should wear them, and 
when, and where. We must all agree 
that the results are astounding, though 
the reasons may be obvious. 

Every form of art is a harmonious 
expression in the form -of a creation 
which satisfies a human need in terms 
of fitness and of taste. If the state of 
mind is not one of clarity as to the 
fitness of things, and if the element of 
taste has been crowded out or laid 
aside, necessarily one’s expression will 
be as complex and irrelevant to the 
ideal as is the state of mind of the indi- 
vidual expressing himself. The term 
‘need ” implies a reason for being; dress, 
like all forms of art, has legitimate rea- 
sons for being, and therefore a respon- 
sibility regarding the satisfaction of 
these needs. 


THE PRIMARY CAUSE 


First, there is the innate sense of 
privacy (some call it modesty) which 
still demands that some things be one’s 
own. The first record of an article of 
attire has to do with the satisfaction of 
this need, and the need remains. At 
present, fashion declares for removal 
instead of putting on, and the results 
as one !ooks about need no comment. 
Whether at present this is or is not ac- 
knowledged, it is a part of the complex, 
and its manifestations are thrilling. 
The second reason is found in the nat- 
ural human appetite for shelter, that is, 
protection from the natural elements 
and from outside violence. Let us leave 
to common sense and imagination the 
verdict as to what part this reason 
plays in selection, in design, in season, 
and in function. 

There is another reason, universal and 
deep-seated in human consciousness— 
the desire to be attractive. The desire 
to be attractive is a third reason why 
clothes exist. This desire seems to be 
universal, though the reasons why, and 
the methods of its gratification, are 
legion. We are told that Gabrielle 
d’Estrées, the mistress of Henry IV. of 
France, wore a gown so loaded with 
gold, silver, and precious stones that she 
had to be assisted to stand and helped 
to remain standing. She thought that, 
being adorned, she was therefore attract- 


ive. This fondness for overdecoration, 
particularly in. millinery, still persists 
and passes as art. Granting that the 
fair Gabrielle would be attractive to a 
modern pawnbroker, that scarce} 

proves attractiveness in the esthetic, 
or in the common, sense. Fashion in any 
field selects ideas and stimulates inven- 
tion. Art gives the resulting creation 
qualities indicating intelligence and 
taste. Neither of these qualities is nec- 
essary to a new fashion, but both are 
essential to a fashion that legitimately 
answers the requirements of an intellj- 
gent public. In no manifestation of 
practical art is the essential interrela- 
tion with fashion so universally neces- 
sary as in matters of dress. 


ABRUPT CHANGES 


It is true that we as a people have 
gone, in a decade or two, from complete 
allegiance to the Renaissance villa or 
the old English timber house to the 
eighteenth-century French manner, and 
back to the Georgian and colonial, with 
hectic speed, accomplishing this feat 
without apparent exhaustion. But let 
us remember that we are called upon to 
change the fashion in our clothes much 
more often and much more radically. 
After all, even in this matter, we are not 
quite as hard pushed as the ladies of the 
court of Louis Seize, who, as history 
says, were forced to change the fashion 
of dressing their hair and the style of 
their hats seventeen times in one sea- 
son. No one desires to rob the flapper 
of her sensation of joy in flapping her 
galoshes, bobbing her hair, or parading 
head accessories which should be chosen 
with a view to restoring the head and 
face to human proportions, rather than 
as indications of new thought, original 
expression, or Bolshevist intention. 
People of taste, however, may object to 
these as unworthy criteria in the field of 
art, and still be within their rights. 

Some people do know the difference 
between an appetite suggestion and an 
aesthetic reaction. These rare souls 
generally serve their fruit from the 
table instead of their heads. They are 
not confusing the decorative quality of 
flowers with their power to suggest their 
several odours, nor are they insisting 
that their fur neck-pieces shall retain the 
heads and tails (with all their accesso- 
ries) that the world may know the mink 
is not a cat, and that the skin was once 
a real animal. Such perceptive qualities 
mark the embryonic art appreciation, 
even in matters of dress. Art seeks al- 
ways to express itself in terms of pleas- 
ing proportion, with alluring and har- 
monious combinations of form, line, 
colour, and texture; how fashion plays 
her part as an ally is obvious. 

The architecture of the human figure 
is surely no less important than is that 
of the house, or the theatre, yet this 
truth seems to be completely ignored 
when fashion speaks. Is it the fear of 
what people will say or the desire to be 
among the first present that prompts 
one to move the waist-line to the knees, 
emphasizing the transfer by a chain or 
strap, and tatter the bottom of the skirt 
to direct attention to the reversal of 
human proportions? When cornices, 
chimneypieces, folding doors, and other 
architectural members have changed 
places, or become unreasonably swollen 
or shrunken in appearance, a certain 
amount of criticism has justly been di- 
rected against the architectural style. It 
would seem that with a little intelligent 
thought on the part of each individual, 
we might perhaps prevent similar pet- 
versions of proportions and emphasis of 
abnormalities in matters relating to 
human anatomy, for the norma! waist- 
line belongs where it was made. One

lighted room drinking gocd wines and 
eating good food?

The 
comments which she excites from the 
rather vulgar crowd assembled in such 
a place should, one would think, give 
her a lesson in good breeding.

The only real elegance which no 
woman ever relinquishes is her pearls, 
which she hides, carefully enough, when 
she goes to the sort of cabaret mentioned 
above, but which she never leaves off.

There will be some new scenery— 
some good, and some probably less so. 
Joseph Urban is to do “Romeo et Ju- 
liette,” “Thais,” and ‘‘L’Africana,” 
besides providing a brand new scenic 
dress for ‘Madama Butterfly.” Pro- 
fessor Hans Kautsky, of Vienna, is 
painting the sets for “Mona Lisa,” 
“Tannhauser,” and “Der Rosenkava- 
lier.” The “William Tell” scenery 
is by Vittorio Rota, of Milan, while 
Antonio Rovescalli, of Monte Carlo 
and Milan, is doing what he can for 
“Anima Allegra.” Boris Anisfield, you 
will notice, is not on the list. His sets 
for “L’Oiseau Bleu” and “Snyégu- 
rotchka” were magnificent, but he seems 
to be too advanced for the Metropoli- 
tan’s rather conventional tastes—more’s 
the pity. 

Not that the Metropolitan will mo- 
nopolize the musical season. Already the 
number of coming musical events an- 
nounced has reached an appalling figure, 
and more are heralded with every mail.

The Philharmonic, under the 
quadruple leadership of Stransky, Men- 
gelberg, Bodanzky, and Hadley, an- 
nounces sixty-eight concerts on Man- 
hattan Island, and the New York 
Symphony Orchestra announces twenty- 
eight. Walter Damrosch remains at the 
helm, with Albert Coates and Bruno 


, 


Walter, of Munich, as guest conductors. 
Then there is the newly organized City 
Symphony Orchestra, with Dirk Foch 
as conductor, giving twenty-four regu- 
lar concerts and thirteen Sunday 
“pops.” The Philadelphia and Boston 
bands will give their usual series of ten 
each, and Jersey City threatens to send 
its own orchestra over for two appear- 
ances. 

The Society of the Friends of Music, 
led by Artur Bodanzky, will give six 
concerts this year instead of the usual 
ten. As for the soloists, they are without 
number. All the pianists in the world, 
apparently, are coming to New York, 
including the great and only Pade- 
rewski. Mischa Levitzki and Benno 
Moiseiwitsch are coming back, too, after 
a season’s absence. The others—Gabri- 
lowitsch, Bauer, Rachmaninoff, Silotti, 
Hofmann, Hutcheson, Schnable, Elly 
Ney, Mayra Hess—will all be here. 

John McCormack came home from 
Europe and gave a riotously successful 
concert in the Hippodrome on October 
fifteenth. He will stay in America until 
after Christmas, and will tour the coun- 
try. Emma Calvé will be back, together 
with Frieda Hempel, Reinald Werren- 
rath, Louis Graveure, Gogorza, and all 
the other favourites. The violinists will 
be equally numerous—Heifetz, Elman, 
Huberman, Kochanski, Tosca Seidel, 
Erna Rubenstein, Kreisler. Albert 
Spalding. Pablo Casals and Felix Sal- 
mond, the great cellists, will be heard 
several times, both in recital and, with 
orchestra. 

And that, except for two or three 
hundred other unspecified events, is 
about all that music-starved New York 
will hear this season.

TILTING 
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ANUNCIO 
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LAMA 
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PARIS EXALTS the NEW YEAR 


LTHOUGH Christmas in Paris is 

not considered of much account, 

New-year’s day and, of course, 
New-year’s eve, not to mention the 
day after New-year’s day, are of the 
utmost importance. The jour de l’an has 
been eagerly anticipated for weeks past; 
the petits riches have saved up for twelve 
months to do honour to it, and even the 
most humble people, thanks to a mar- 
vellous system of economy, often put by 
something towards the important occa- 
sion. As to the well-to-do, they posi- 
tively throw money about; nothing is 
too good or too expensive for the féte. 
But of this, more anon. 

All Paris takes a holiday. Every 
government and commercial office and 
all the shops are closed, wh.le the 
cobblers (who usually work on Sun- 
days) put away the awl and the bees- 
wax, indulge in the luxury of an annual 
wash and shave, and make merry. 
There are, however, exceptions, for the 
really grasping variety, unable to bring 
themselves to sacrifice a complete work- 
ing day, only take the evening off. The 
elusive franc being their particular 
deity, they hate to forego a chance of 
adding to the hoard. The cobbler has 
daughters to marry; and in Paris the 
fairest of the fair may languish for want 
of a dowry. The dot, in short, is far 
more important than a peachlike com- 
plexion and a trim figure. 

The concierge and his wife, like the 
cobbler, put business before ’pleasure. 
So, inszad of calling upon friends and 
relations and drinking innumerable 
healths at their expense, the grasping 
couple hover about the house all day, 
pestering the irritated inhabitants with 
unwelcome attentions. Upon being 
tipped out of all proportion to the ser- 
vices which they profess to have ren- 
dered during the year, the ill-condi- 
tioned pair retire to their subterranean 
quarters and growl... . 


ANXIOUS THOUGHTS 


Parisians spend part of New-year’s 
eve thinking of New-year’s day. ‘Will 
twelve bottles of champagne,” demands 
Monsieur of Madame, “be sufficient for 
our fifteen guests? Or will they abuse 
our hospitality by drinking more than 
their proper share of the agreeable, but 
deceptive, king of wines? And the 
turkey: ’twould indeed be a shocking 
calamity were your rich uncle, the 
Député, to expect three helpings as he 
did at our last New-year’s dinner.” 

. “May Heaven preserve us from 
rain to-morrow evening! To have to 
take a taxi instead of the inexpensive 
métro to the dance at Auteuil; I tremble 
at the mere thought.” ... “Thank 
God, New-year’s day is a rare occur- 
rence. Four hundred francs to the ser- 
vants, nine hundred for the dress which 
you are to wear to-morrow evening, and 
over a thousand in presents. ’Tis enough 
to break a banker. . . .” It will thus be 
seen that the innate economy of the 
French is the ruling passion of that great 
nation. 

Still, custom is exigent; so Parisians, 
resigning ‘themselves to the inevitable, 
face the situation and plank down the 
hoarded francs. They also (more or less) 
get their money’s worth, and thus are 
partly consoled, though the heavy 
expenditure may keep them awake 0’ 
nights for a month to come. Meanwhile, 
there are many who curse the first of 
January, and wish—by all the saints in 
the calendar—that it could be wiped off 
the face of Time’s calculations. ... 
“It is an imposition, a sheer imposi- 
tion,” they will tell you... . 

The New-year’s eve festivities are 
prolonged, since they begin with an 
afternoon dance at a private house, or 
at a “dancing,” and last till the next 
day’s sunrise, or thereabouts. Then 
comes dinner, generally at a restaurant, 
where the prices are specially raised for 


the occasion, the tables being engaged 
weeks ahead. It is not clear why New- 
year’s eve should be an excuse for ex- 
tortion; but ever since the aftermath of 
the war let loose profiteers by the hun- 
dred it has been customary to over- 
charge. Persons of this type, in fact, are 
rather hurt than otherwise if their 
dinner costs them what it would under 
ordinary circumstances. . . . “Our dig- 
nity,” they will tell you, “‘must be 
maintained; to prove that we are gentle- 
folk we are ready to pay a fantastic 
sum.” . Those to whom life is a 
struggle to make ends meet hate the 
sight of the swaggering vulgarians. 

Dinner is followed by a dance, the 
centre part of the dining-room being 
left clear for that purpose. As a rule, 
the music is excellent, its entrain posi- 
tively setting one’s feet a-tingling, while 
the floor is perfection. And the god- 
desses with whom one dances? Their 
dresses are pictures, and they know how 
to wear them to advantage; they have 
elevated the art of dancing to a science, 
and music is in their souls. None are 
like them, although étrangéres attempt 
to reproduce the fascinating model. 


THE BACHELOR TAX 


New-year’s day sees the bachelor in 
a taxi, driving to the houses at which 
he has been entertained during the past 
year, custom ordaining that Benedict 
must present each hostess with a 
bouquet, or with a box of chocolates, 
and nobly does he do his duty. He has, 
at intervals, repaid her hospitality in 
other directions, with theatre tickets 
galore, for example; but on no account 
may the New-year’s day offering be 
omitted. Should the bachelor have 
little boys and little girls on his visiting 
list, he also may drive around and leave 
presents for them. This is optional; but 
the Parisien who does so will be adored 
by the children’s maman. The astute 
fellow probably knows this. . . . ‘Truly 
he is charming, the young officer! To 
have left that exquisite doll for our 
cherished Mimi! It must have cost at 
least two hundred francs. Really, my 
old one, had I not married thee, he 
would be my choice! I must speak to my 
sister Marthe about him, for they would 
suit each other admirably. Besides, he 
is evidently well off. 

The New-year’s presents obligation 
falls heavily upon some bachelors. How- 
ever, they do what is necessary, sparing 
neither expense nor trouble: over the 
gifts, ransacking tout Paris in their 
search for suitable offerings. Profes- 
sional men combine duty and pleasure 
with business, for they know that the 
cadeau will be talked about. 
“Delicious, your orchids. A present 
from the family doctor? Good, I ap- 
point him my family doctor immediate- 
ly. Gustave and Henriette are sure to 
overeat themselves to-night. . 

The tradesmen do not, as in Germany, 
lavish New-year’s dainties upon their 
customers. They send in their account 
instead, and spend the proceeds in 
feasting and riotous living. Dining at 
a restaurant, these people eat enor- 
mously, and drink the generous wines 
of the country, toasting the high rates 
which they are permitted to charge the 
leng-suffering public. Finally, a move 
is made for a dancing club, or for a 
“dancing.” The elderly and the staid 
remain at home, dining copiously, and 
wondering to what extent they can 
enhance the prices of the commodities 
forming their stock. An ignoble crew. 

The very poor hang about the places 
at which the profiteers dine, and remark 
on their extravagance. The ostentatious 
vulgarity of the opulent diners is provo- 
cative of a riot, a catastrophe which is 
only prevented by the law-abiding prin- 
ciples of the es There is, how- 
ever, a limit to human endurance. . . .
